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ABSTRACT . - 

This is a series of four situation reports prepared 
by the International Planned Parenthood Federation for informational 
and consultative purposes. The countries reported on are Fiji, 
Indonesia, Israel, and the Philippines. Some of the latest 
statistical figures for each 'country are listed. They are area, 
population and growth rate, birth, death', and infant mortality rate, 
lert^il^ women (15rUU), population under 15, urban population, gross 
national .product per capita per growth rate, and population per 
doctor and per hospital bed. Other general information presented 
concerns the ethnic groups, language, religion, economy, 
communications/education, and med^^cal services of the four countries, 
A more detailed account is provided on the topic of family planning. 
Goals of the organization, legislation, associations aqd addresses, 
services, education research, and special projects are reported. . 
Sources encompassing references and foreign assistance are also 
mentioned. (BP)

The main religions are. Christian Methodism practised by mo$t Fijians, _ 
Hinduism practised by the Indians, plus Roman Catholic and IJluslim minorities. 

Econam/ • ' 

Agriculture is the baddDorie of the econorr/. Sugar -is the most important 
industry and in 1974 $59 million worth of sugar was exported. Cppra is 
the next inportant produce. Rice, bananas, dairy produce and vegetables • 
ar« inportant products. Gold mining is a major export industry and 
second^ nanufacturlng industries are developing steadily. Forestry 
has a bit^ potential in export. Tourism is growing rapidly. The Five-year 
Developnient Plan 1966-70, provided^/or capital expenditure of US$50.2 
million, spread over aljnost every aspect of the territory's activities. 

Ccnimunic ations / Education , ' 

Fiji Broadcasting Ccmnission throu^ Radio Fiji' broadcasts in English, 
Fijian and Hindustani. In 1974, nearly 56 ,000 radio recjeiyers are bemc^ 
I used, i.e. about one radio ,Der .10 people. There are two daily nei«?spapers _ 
^with a circulation between 15,000 and 20,000. .There arte four Hindi wedclies 
' and two Fijian weeklies. In 1973, there v^ere 638 priJW schools, admitting 
93.6% of children of sdiool age. It„is government policy ta irjcrease ^ 
school places to acconodate 97% of children in the n% future. There are 
95 secondary schools, and free or partly-ftpefe places are awarded to _ _ 
deserving pupils in all of them. There^ar^ three primary teachers training 
colleges, 23 technical and vocational colleges and one medical school. 
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Medical ' . 

Life expectaticsi is higli fac berth nen and women— about 70 years. 
Health services are provided by the Nfedical Departnent and there are 
abundant private practitioners . The facilities include three large 
hospitals at. Suva, Lautcka and Labasa - four divisional hospitals, 
15 stib-divisional hospitals and 145 health centres. In additicm, 
there kc^ three special hospitals for the treatment respectively of 
TB, leprosy^ and msntal illness , and a further hospital maintained by 
the rfethodist Missicn. In 1971, 256 physicians. Up dentists, 39 ^ 
. pharmacists 3 618 nursing personnel and 229 niidd.ves provided services. 

FAMILY PIA NNING SITUATION 

Ihe Govemnent of Fiji has a well established family planning prograimie, 
in vjhidh the Family Planning Association plays a major role , particularly 
in the field of public mDtivaticn and education. In 1973, the Association 
helped to establish a Senate Standing Comnittee on Population '"to study 
population trends and their possible effects on the future qf Fiji''. 
' • Ihe Ccnmittee will be of great importance for the future of family planning 
in Fill. 

Fiji provides an excellent exaanple to other countries with nooulation 
problems. Having once been described as facing the most danrrprous 
demographic situation in the Pacific region l^rLtl^^'a'Bi3;rth rate of 42 per 
1,000 in 1959, it has successfully reduced this to 28 In 1973. This 
was achieved through the highly successful national fafcLly planning 
structure and organisation jointly established by the Medical Department , 
and the Association since 1963. All mass media are used extensively to 
persuade the people to plan their families and to obtain family planning 
advice anS» supplies , at their health stations, all as part of maternal and 
child welfare in the public health service. 

It is interesting to note that in the past the Indian birth rate declined 
faster than .the Fijian birth rate. However, family planning has gained 
acceptability -amongst the Fijian population as well. Between 1965 and 
1973, the Indian birth rate was'treduced fron 37.3 per 1,000 to 28.9 per. 
1,000: ^^hile .1h'e Fijian birth rate in the same period was re'duced from 
36 . 2 per" 1 ,000 to 26 . 8 per 1 ,000 . 

Attitudes 

The Goverrgnent officials' attitude is all in favour of family planning 
as seen fron their statements from time to time. The Governor-General 
speaking at Fiji's first* parliament in November 1970, said "....in recent 
years , due in-part to a well planned-and well received family plamung 
programme-, We 'rate of population growth has slewed dam, this does- not 
solve the problem for the inmediate future. The people entering the 
labour force during the npct five years were alreacfy bom ten years a,go 
or more. It is therefore vital that every effort be made to meet the 
situation."' 

Legislation , - ' 

Until 1969, the Pharmacy and Poisons Ordinance forbade advertising and 
sale of contraceotives by shopkeepers. The Family Planning Association _ 
accaiplished amendment enabling the Association to advertise contraceptives. 
Th^ Association has received formal authority to uge its emblem on ' 
windows of shopkeepers ^o offer condoms, sponges or other la^^ful contra- 
ceptives for sale. - ^ . ' 
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FAf^LY PLANNING iStSSOCIATIO N " 

The Association was fourided in 1963, and became an IPPF meniber in 1967^. 
It provides technical assistance to the Kingdan of Tonga, the Samoas, 
the Cook Islands , Gilbert and Elli-ce Islands and other neighbpuring 
island territories.

Services 

* All clinical services 'are provided by th^ Goverrment. In 1970, the 
■^-Association introduced d nei^; programne and general Stc(rekeepers^ 
tiiroughout Fiji wer^ supplied with condons to be $old at subsidised 
prices to the general public. Deliveries were at the rate of 18,000 per^ 
month. Retail gelling prices ,-^ch were Ihe same as at governnent climes 
were U each against chemists prices of 3 for 2S6 or rtore. A mail order 
provision of condons was maintained and 188^000 condons were sold wholesale 
in 1972. ■ . a 

Information/Education - 

Information and education activities are the responsibility of the 
' Associaticxi which has achieved a great success in this field. The 
Association holds group neetings in public places such as schools and 
libraries. It also reaches the public through the press (advertisements 
three times a week in English, Fijian and Hindustani press); film shows 
(all cinemas show Association slides) and radio (radio spots every d^y in 
Fijian ancl Hindustani 'sessions.) 

The Associatianl^ossesses "a good collection of filjns^and plans to produce 
motivational films. The Association also produces three different leaflets 
each in English, Fijian and Hindi and a bi-monthly newsletter - World 
Population and Planned Parenthood News, which is very popular.^ A set of 
five new posters in English and vernacular were prepared and v/idely 
distributed.

The target of the govemnEnt programne was to ^^^f ^^^ir^/^J^, 
to 25 per 1,000 and the populaticn growth rate to 2 per cent by 19/5 .

The' Govemnent provides all family planning services thfou^'^1 its 
hospital establishments ?nd health stations. Family Jplanning^is 
integrated. in MCH and otter health services. All medical staff are 
to sone extent involved in family planning service. _ Pill^are 
distributed by District Nurses dur&Jg hone visits, within their area. 
CondoiTB ar« sold in shops throughout Fiji and by mail. Pills 
most popular although increase'in sterilisation is being e^^denced after 
the --mird -child. Field workers are used for gener^ education and 
motivation work. ^ . 

All-methods for family planning are used. The Medical Department and 
the FPA advocate mainly Hie lUD, 'orals and condons. Sterilisation - 
both vasectaiy and tubal ligation - is. available only to ;?^ose cpuples 
who satisfy^^mn criteria such as - ttcse who already have ^J^esired^ 
number of children and do not intend to have ary more. Total climc / 
^S^ces increased frcm 28,359 in 1967 to 76 ,843 in 1970 and to 79,549r 
in 1972.

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GENERAL BACKGROUND 

Indonesia is an archipelago of sane 3,000 islands, of which the principal 
ones are Sumatra, Java, l<:aliiiantan, Sulawesi, muku and West Irian. 
Java, Madura and Bali, which together canprise l^ss than^ one-1Jiirteenth 
of the total area of Indonesia, contain alraost "bjo-thirds of the population. 
VMle the average density for the country as a whole was 84 pecple per 
square kilanetre in 1971, the corresponding figures for Java and Madura 
wer« 565.- Jakarta is the capital of Indonesia. 

Indonesia has been a republic since gaining independence fron the Netherlands 
in 1949. 'The executive power at present rests with President Suharto, who > 
is also the Prima Minister. 

Ethnic 

The indigenous population is Dentero Malay. Indonesia contains one of the 
largest Chinese minorities in South-East-Asia. In addition, there are small 
Arab, Eurasian and Indian minorities. 



Language'^ 

The official language is B^asa Indonesia. There/.are many regional languages ^ 
and dialects. ' , 

Religion 



AccorxUngto the provisional 1971 census estimates - 94% of the population 
is Muslim, 5% Christian and 1% Hindu and others. 

Econany • . ' 

About 52% of the rational incone'is derived fron agricultvire and in 1971 
more than 63% of the people worked in agriculture. Less than 10^ ot 
Indonesia's land area is suitable for farming, ^he projicipal ccn^ 
crops and r^ber, tobacco and coffee. In the second half of 1970, oil was 
discovered in Java. Petroleum and tin are valuable exports althou^ 60^. of 
the exports consist of agricultural produce. Sane light and "ledium scale 
industry were introduced under the auspices of the First Five Year rtevelopnent 
Plan (1959-74) prepared by BAPPENAS, the National Development Planning 
Agency. ; . 

Camtunications /Education ; , • ^ 

In 1972, there were 2,000,000 radio and 200,000 television receivers in use. 
There are 71 gc/emn^nt controlled radio transmitters and many local, 
> eoimBTcial stations. ' 76 daily and weekly newspapers had^a circulation of 
1,500,000 in 1972. " 
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Education is mainly controlled by Hie Department of Education and ^ 
Culture. The Department of Religious Affairs runs Madrasahs (Islamic 
religious schools) at the primary level. In 1970,12.8 million pupils 
between 6 and 12 vjere enrolled in priinary schools representing seme 
58.6% of all children of this age group. Uteracy levels are hi^ • • 
except in Irian. Ihe 8 y^ar^corpulsory education progranme will be 
extended to the whole country by 1980. Since 1960, government 
^expenditure on education has grown from 4.93% of the stat* budget to 
9.92% by 1970. There are 29 state and 22 private universities. ^ 



Medical 



There is a limited state welfare service providing old age pensions _ 
and medical care for government workers. In 1964', a hospital expansion 
programme with a target of 3,000 new beds every year was announced. 
In 1971, there were 1,199 hospital establishments with 86,022 beds and 
4,516 physicians, 547 dentists, 311 pharmacists, 15,008 nurses and 6,977 
midwives. . Life expectancy is 47 years. 

FAMILY. PLANNING SITUATION ■ 

The Indonesian Planned Parenthood Association was founded in 1957, and 
pioneered family planning services in Indonesia. In 1968, the Goverment 
announced its support for family p;anning and Ibunded the National Family 
Planning Institute, known as the Lsnibaga, which > was replaced in February 
1970 by the National Family Planning Coordinating Body (BKKBN). The 
BKKBN plans and coordinates the components of the National Prc^arame, _ 
which are ijitplemented by 11 official and private Implenenting Units, ot 
which the IPPA is one. j ' . 

' In 1968 the Govemirent signed the United Nations Declaration on Population. 
Legislation 

Although -&ie old law of Dutch origin, which prohibits the dissemination of 
inforaiation about contraceptive retiiods to the public has not ye t been 
repealed, publicity for family planning is an integral part of the natipnal 
prSranml and the Attorney General, ha? declared that no one working m the 
family planning field will be prosecuted under this law. High custoiis 
duties on contr^oeptiveshave been abolished, provided they are imported 
through the Ministry of Health. 

Abortion 

Abortion is legal only to save the mother's life.

History . ^ 

The Association, vHnidh was f orated in 1957 hecam IPPF member in 1967, " v 
made discreet progress during the pro-nataiist Sukarno regime. In 1967, - 
with -the support of the govemnent, the IPPA began to^make rapid advances., 

Since the Association was named as an Implemsnting IMifof the National 
Faraiiy Planning Programme in 1971 its prdjnary role has been to provide 
training facilities to meet the requirements for fielt^odrkers in the 
progranne,' At the sane tine it is developing, throu^ its branch structure , 
a camiunity education and notivation programnes r^ich supplement and .,; - 
i sv^jport the national programme. At present the Associaticn has;^18 
and 200 branches^ 



The Association has under review the whole range of legislation^pfect^ , 
the natioial policy of pppulatim limitaticn. The Association xs- new . 
woridng with various Ministries to decide hew legal and administgtive : / 
.refoms can be initiated. The Government has already decided, for example,- 
m, limit family alliances for govcemient employees to 3 children. 

Medical and Clinical Services 

In 1970, all clinical activities in Java and Bali were taken over by the 
Ministry of HealtJi, The Association had responsibility for all medical 
and clinical services in tiie Outer Islands and -supplied and helped 'tp^ 
maintain family planning clinics in the islands outside Java, Bala and 
Madura, in addition to a number of model clinics in Java and Bali. 

With the ejqjansioh of govemrtent services to 10 Outer Island Prpvinces in 
April 1974, IPPA is handing over most of its service operation? in 412 
clinics' to -the Departnent of Health and the Amed Forces, During 1973, 
the last full year of operation of these services, there were 37,000 
acceptors. The take-over by the Government was delayed and IPPA ccntinued 
to operate these services during the first half of 1974, during Which ^ - 
15,700 new acceptore were recorded, IPPA's plans for medical an^ clinical^ 
aptivities are now based on the establishnent of 14 self-supporting Maternity 
and Family Planning (M&FP) Clinics with beds and extension and home-^de livery 
services, throughout "Indonesia, The , Association proposes establishing 
further M&FP Climes in 1975 in remote areas not yet served by govemrtent 
facilities. * • , 
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Infonnation and Education ' 

The involvement of the BKKBN and tiie Ministry of Information in -flie 
field of I&E has considerable implications for' the Association. WitJi 
fieldworic and. mass ccmnunication progranmes largely iift government 
hands, the Association has concentrated its efforts on the intermediate, 
ccranunity level approach, • ' . ' 

Ihe Ccranunity Education Prograime (CEP), introduced in 1972, continues 
to provide the main framework for the Association's caimunicaticn efforts. 
It is based an a prOgranne of local-level group meetings at which ; 
trained volunteer members of the Speakers' Teams give talks and answers 
questions. During 1973 theje were more than 7,000 such meetings, attended - 
by mor« than half a milUcn people. On average, each .^a^ch organizes 
six neetings per month. These mobile units adueved IjOOO films shws 
in 1973. ... . 

Other communicaticn activities irlclude the development of a radio cassette 
project in Central Java". This -project aims to use the large number of 
small comercial stations in Indonesia.^ 

The Association has produced a nev? booklet on family planning and religion 
and continues to gpt ejrtensive media coverage of family planning news 

events. , ' ,

Training ^ . * 

The tTBining of family planning workers of all 1y^es,'and est«cially ^ 
fieldworkers, in 1971 and 1972 was one of the most successful tasks carried . 
S;? by^e Association.. During the fir^t plan period IPPA traced nearly 
5,000 fieldworkers. At present the IPPA maintains a National Ti'aining ^ 
aAd Research Centre, 6 Provincial Training Centres and 4 Sub^T^aimng Centres . 
Linked to these training centres ace Family Planning Demonstration Areas 
which serve, as field training areas for students. 

The BKICBN and its ImplenBnting Units, including IPPA, are ^f^^^lV • , 
reviewing the future management of the training sector of the Naticnal 
Fandly Planning Progr^. At ^r^^^nt, there is a de fjf 9.?^^^^ 
manaeenent responsibility be-b^6n the Department Df ffealth (for medical 
^SSS SSSmel) eSi the IPPA (for fieldworkers and other non-nedical 
Der«annel>. Thte expansion of the national progranme, especially increases 
S'^fLldworker^, Will place heavy demands ^^-f^^^'^^^ 
The IPPA also continues to train its own personnel. During 1973 the ll^PA 
trained nearly 1,000 volunteers. Speakers' Tea^ns members^ religiov^ and 
informal leaders to neet its cwn prograjime needs, and more than H,000 
govemnent personnel - mainly fieldworkers, their group leaders and 
sv^jervisors. 
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Research and Evaluation ^ - 

-Ihe Bureau of Pesearch and Evaluation has been rnerged with' the National 
Training ahd Research Centre of whidti it ih new a division. Most of tlie 
Division's attention is devoted to the evaluation of IPPA prognanmes. 
An ovfetall examination of branch "activities was initiated early ih 197i|j 
together with a study of fact<3^ affecting non-adoption of family^l^nning.

The gross reprodudfcion rate among the Je\d.sh population was about 1.5 
in 1973, and of non-Jews, 3,5. ^ ' . • 

In 1973, the birtii rate for tiie .whole of the Israeli population \<ias 27.2 
per 1,000 with the birth rate' for Jews being 24.2 and for non-Jews 44.7. 
Ihe averas^^urriber of cihildren born to Jei^ish families is 2.5 (higher 
amongst those of Afrdcdn or Asian origin - 3.3, but declining), and about 
4.6 for Arabs, 4.5 for Druze and others, and 3.2 for Christians. Mortality^ 
rates are, however, relatively lao for all 1iie population (life expectancy is 
over 70 years for both) . It thus follows from the x3ifferential demographic 
pattern that the natural growth rate among non-JSiJS is about 2.5 times 
as high as amon^ Jevrs.

FAMILY P IANNIM3 SITUATION 

h family planning association undertakes infomational activities. 

Over the past 3-4 years much progress has been raade%\ developing a national 
policy. The major public health services have been Jtithorized to develop 
family planning services within the maternal and child health clinics , . 
and a programne of family life education (including sex education) has 
been officially accepted by the Ministry of Education. 

Family planning services are provided at out-patient clinics of most 
hospitals with natemity departments. Condons are available in shc^s and 
pills can be obtained on a physician's prescription. Advice and lUD s . 
can be obtained fron private doctors and certain clinics but these are 
costly and may account for the limited use of contraceptives in Israel. 
One sanrole survey amongst Jewish urban woiren found that only 5% of women 
in the diildbearing age .grouDS used the lUD, 18% oral contraceptives, 20^ 
other msthods, and 57% used no method at all. ; ' 

The very high frequency of abortions (despite legal prohibition) has 
given rise to concern and has enphasized the increasing need for more 
Widespread family planning serivces. ■ . 
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Attitudes ■ - 

A relatively small percentage of fanalies use effective methoj as . until 
t^cently, there has been a general lack of inf csmation among the public. 
However, -Siere has been a distinct change in attitudes of late. The • 
present, discernible trend towards increased acceptance and practice of 
fandly planning is expected to continue. 

The relationship between Jewish religious las^r and th^ use of contraceptives 
has given rise to lively discussions and one school of thought sees no 
conflict betoieen the two, in s^^iecific ciromstafices . 

Iggislaticn V ^ 

There is no adveree contraceptive legislation. Aborticn is permit^ on 
nedical grounds and no lepral proceedings are taken if the woipn aborts 
hereelf . Ainendnents proDcsed by a Government-appointed CoTiattee , intended 
to liberalise the law to include permission for social and psychological 
reaSCTis as well> are at present under review by the Parlianent. „

Tliis policyainB to take , 
in all efforts and progr^innes vMch have the objective of strengthening 
family life (such as incaie maintenance, social security, family and . 
child allOTances, taxation, housing, legislation and provisi^i fqr 
working mothers, early child care services, l/2gislation affecting the ^ 
status of the f^ly, the waian and child). In 11^.3 context, family size 
is a major factor, and family planning is interpreted as facilitating^ 
decision-naking throu^ increased education and understandiim of 
motivaticns and desires. As noted above, the populaticn of Israel is 
heterogeneous, deriving fron. m«:>e and less advanced regions of the world. 

Large families are found nainly among those strata of population which _ 
are'' least equipped to mset the reauirements of life in a modem technological 
society. The population policy aims, therefore, at aehievong a better 
balance in femily si2e as between ijie different sectors of the population. 
Feseardi projects have been undertaken in order to understand better 
both motivation and desired family size.

In 1973, a turtner 
decree made provisions for the limitatp-on of raaterrlity leave benefits to . 
the first four deliveries, for offering free fami^^y planning services to 
employees, maintaining a clinid or infirmaty and developnient and prescription 
of incentive bonus schemes to encourage family planning amaig married 
workers in all establishments enplcying 300 or more.

Press releases, extensive radio broadcasts, TV spots ind library services 
achieved a considerable « degree of success. In the first half of 19''+ 
several sehiinars were conducted fcr the mass ccimiunieators of the Rural 
Broadcasters Council, barrio captains hilots (indijrenous midwives), satisfied 
accteptors and youth and farmers (Department of Agrarian Reform co-operated) . 
A motivational film on misconceptions en family planning was produced. 
Slide sets for vaseeto^ were also produced. Leaflets and pamriilets were ■ 
distribfed through chapters as an ongoing activity. A HkpPV Family_ Coupon 
was initiated in 1974 with the Population Conroission. This is a mail based 
distribution scheme to reach specific target groups.
